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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-3, drawn to a system for accessing data, classified in class 707, 
subclass 2. 

II. Claims 4-7, drawn to a method of retrieving data, classified in class 707, 
subclass 3. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the 
apparatus can be used for making a materially different product or (2) that the product 
as claimed can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 
806.05(g)). In this case unpatentabilities of the group I invention would not necessarily 
imply unpatentability of the group. II invention, since the device of the group I invention 
could be made by other and materially different processes from those group II invention, 
for examples, in the claim 4, where retrieving a DST can be made in different system for 
accessing data. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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During a telephone conversation with Howard I. Sobelman on 3/31/2006, a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of group II, 
claims 4-7. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 1-3 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 ,17(i). 

Summary of claims 

2. Claims 1-7 are pending. 
Claims 1-3 are withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefore, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 
Claims 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claims are directed to a 
non-statutory subject matter, specifically, the claims are not directed towards the final 
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result that is "useful, tangible and concrete. 

(See State Street , 149 F.3d at 1373-74 USPQ2d at 1601-02). 

According to the New Guidelines of October 26, 2005, which states that "A claim 
limited to a machine or manufacture, which has a practical application, is statutory. In 
most cases a claim to a specific machine or manufacture will have a practical 
application. See Alappat . 33 F.3d at 1544, 31 USPQ2d at 1557)... a specific machine 
to produce a useful, concrete, and tangible result and State Street . 149 F.3d at 1373-74 
USPQ2d at 1601-02).

Examiner requests Applicant to include in Applicant's claimed limitations (in all 
the claims) the following: 

What is the practical application? 

What is the result? 

What is final result that is concrete, useful and tangible? 

Because the "practical application, result, concrete, useful and tangible" 

limitations are not claimed in Applicant's claims, Examiner believes that the above listed 

claims are nonstatutory.

4. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: what's is the DST. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 4-7 are rejected under 35 U. S. C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by 
Fernandez et al., (U.S. patent No. 6,604,100). 

With respect claim 4, Fernandez et al. discloses a method of retrieving data 
comprising: generating a transaction infrastructure object requesting data (query 
composer), retrieving a DST corresponding to the requested data (RXL)(102)(see fig. 
1), converting the transaction (translator) infrastructure object into a different format 

§ 

(104), sending a request to a data source (SQL), obtaining the results of the request 
from the data source (tuple stream), and transforming the data into a transaction 
infrastructure response object (answer)(106)(see fig. 1). 

With respect to claim 5, Fernandez et al. discloses step of transforming the data 
into a transaction infrastructure response object includes transforming the data into an 
XML format (See column 9, line 60-65); and transforming the XML format into a .NET 
response object (see column 25, line 55-60(java environment)). 

With respect to claims 6-7, Fernadez et al. discloses transaction infrastructure 
object includes at least one of Java enterprise edition (see column 25, line 55-60).
